icy which shall clearly define and 
pupnish wrong-doing, which shall put 
a stop to the iniquities done in the 
nam e of business, b u t which shall do 
good to legitimate business.” 
“ It is not necessary in an article 
like this to attem p t to work 
out 
such a plan in detail. 
It can as­ 
suredly be worked out. * * * 
The 
success of Wisconsin in dealing with 
the corporations within her borders, 
so as both to do them justice and to 
exact justice in re tu rn from 
them 
tow ard the public, has been signal; 
and ibis nation should adopt a pro­ 
gressive policy iii substance akin to 
the progressive policy not merely for­ 
mulated In theory but reduced to 
actual practice with striking success 
in Wisconsin. * * * 
“ The national
